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Our Young School Has a History 


• • • 


About five years ago, the site where Woodlawn High School stands today was only a tract 
of land in the woods. How then, you ask, is it such a busy nerve center of education today. 

It had been felt for some time a high school was needed in this section of the city. So the 
Caddo Parish School Board spent a great deal of time investigating the needs and the exact location 
for such a school. Many population surveys were made and finally two tracts of land totaling 50 acres 
were purchased in the southern portion of Shreveport at 7340 Wyngate Drive in Sherwood Park. 
The land had to be cleared after purchase. In fact, the site was only then incorporated into the 
city limits and later Wyngate Street was dedicated. 

The School Board found it necessary to revise the budget several times. After some thirty 
proposed sketches had been submitted by the architectural firm of Wiener, Morgan and O'Neal, 
a special meeting of the School Board was held in July of 1958 and final plans by the architect 
were approved and the board granted authority to advertise for bids. 

The contract was awarded to W. A. McMichael Construction Company in August 1958 at a 
cost of $2,266,444. Completed at a final cost of $2,660,300 in the summer of I960, the building 
was occupied by its first student body of approximately 1000 students in September I960. 

Organization of the school program for its first year began in January I960. The principal and 
other key administrators were soon appointed and plans got under way. Future students had or¬ 
ganized tours of the building during its final days of completion. Equipment and supplies for all 
departments in the school were ordered. The Student Council was organized in March I960 with 
the seven schools supplying the students electing members. This charter group met often and was 
largely responsible for selecting the school colors of royal blue and scarlet, the Knight as the 
school mascot, the name of the yearbook and school paper, a ring company and a standard ring 
design, and writing the words for the Alma Mater for which Mr. Richard Jennings and Mr. Melvin 
Simmons wrote the music. 

A full program of study was offered in the first year including all types of athletic competition 
and a unit of the National Defense Cadet Corps. 

The first year of operation ran smoothly for the young organization which graduated 175 seniors 
at its first graduation exercise in June 1961. Early in November of this our second year Woodlawn 
underwent a two-day evaluation by a committee representing the Southern Association of Secondary 
Schools and Colleges and was placed on their accredited list. 

We have chosen the modern designs of our building to set the theme of our 1962 Accolade 
because the unusual, attractive mosaic design on the ends of our main building has already be¬ 
come a thing to remember. So we set the stage with it and continue through the book using brick 
designs and large areas of white space to keep before us the idea that our educational program is 
as modern and geared to the space age as our building is.

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National Defense 
Cadet Corps 

Woodlawn's unit of the National Defense Cadet Corps is 
composed of sixteen cadet officers, sixteen sponsors, and one 
hundred thirty-seven cadets. The corps is headed by Colonel Benny 
Rains and his staff, Major Bill Murray, Adjutant; and Major Mac 
Smith', Supply Officer. 

The program is designed to teach basic military training in¬ 
cluding leadership, discipline, military courtesy, and awareness of 
our American Heritage. If pursued at the college level, it may lead 
to a commission in the U. S. Army Reserve. 

This three year course provides one-fourth credit per year 
towards graduation and may be pursued in lieu of physical edu¬ 
cation. 

In addition to five military classes per week the cadet corps 
is afforded such extra curricular activities as the Military Ball, 
Lancer Drill Team, Rifle Team, Sponsors Corps, half-time activities 
at football games, downtown parades and a two week encampment 
(voluntary) at Fort Polk. 

Army officials inspecting the Corps in the spring of 1961 
designated the Woodlawn Cadets as an Honor Unit due to a 
superior rating in training, administration, and support of the unit 
by school officials.

The 1961 team leaves us with many fine 
memories: the outstanding leadership and 
passing of quarterback Billy Laird; the spec¬ 
tacular pass reception by Wayne Davis in the 
Fair Park game which resulted in our first 
district win; the consistent line play of Ted 
Bounds, Larry Stephens, Edwards Walker, 
Claude Carrigan, Gregg Boring, Louis Parvino, 
Charles Wray, Elwin Rhodes, Joe McCarty, 
Jerry Downing, and Richard Leach; the su¬ 
preme effort by Ed Brady in the Bastrop game: 
the crushing tackles of Paul Clark; the run¬ 
ning of Tommy Linder when the going was 
toughest; the steady backfield performance of 
Jay Gould, Joe Geter, Robert Simmons, Lane 
Saffel and Ronnie Mercer; the pass receiving 
and defensive work of James Rice and Gene 
Alleman; and many other outstanding things 
for us to remember. 

Yes, the 1961 team provided us with 
many thrills and a splendid 9-3 record, but 
their contributions to Woodlawn High School 
go beyond that. In winning the district cham¬ 
pionship during the second year of operation, 
they established the standards of sacrifice, 
desire to win, leadership, sportsmanship, and 
teamwork which will be followed by future 
athletic teams of Woodlawn. 

Enough praise cannot be written about 
the team that made history with their many 
100% efforts—one of the finest groups of 
young men that will ever don the Red and 
Blue.
